BEAUVAIS, FRANCE, Oct. 6—While vigorous investigations were 
under way today into the loss of 48 lives in the mysterious wrecking of 
the world’s largest dirigible airship, the British R-101, near here early 
Sunday, two warships were on their way today to France to bear home to 
sorrowing England the bodics of the victims. 

The British Admiralty announced that the destroyers Tempest and 
Tribune have been ordered to proceed to France to take aboard the dead.

| dirigible R-101, largest airship in the world, which Sunday |

the disaster. All but one were either burned to death or killed | 
| in the initial terrific impact. One died in hospital. There were 
| seven survivors, all injured, some seriously. Among the dead 
were Lord Thomson, British Air Minister, and Sir Sefton 
Brancker, director of civil aviation. 
Astounded and grief-stricken at the disaster which in a 
moment robbed it of the mistress of the air and its finest | 
| air talent, the British government dispatched Sir John Sal-| 
; mond, air marshal and chief of staff, to initiate an inquiry 
and determine circumstances and cause of the catastrophe.

Taxes are coming in at the city hall 
more freely than they did last year, Un- 
der all headings, land taxes, business 
taxes, and service taxes, there is a sub- 
stantial increase in receipts for the nine 
month period just completed. 

That is a better showing than might 
have been anticipated, and is altogether 
encouraging as to the attitude of the 
taxpayers, the general business condi- 
tions, and the position of the city. Ed- 
monton people have recovered from the 
doubts they once had as to whether pro- 
perty was worth paying taxes on, are 
standing loyally by the city, and are by 
no means as hard up as they might be. 


CiTY WORK HELPED CONDITIONS 


About 300 men have been steadily 
employed during the summer carrying 
on the street improvements and other 
beterments which made up the city’s 
construction program for the season. 
This is now nearing an end, some hun- 
dred men being still engaged, and will be 
completed in ten days or so. 

Aside from the obvious gain that has 
been made in the appearance of the city, 
and the facilities for carrying on busi- 
ness, it is in order just now to consider 
how far conditions in the city have been 
influenced by the fact that this conside 
erable number of men were thus pro- 
vided with continuous work and wages, 

Bearing in mind the measure of un- 
employment that has existed, it is fair 
assumption that had this city work not 
been in progress, Edmonton’s contingent 
of unemployed would have been in- 
creased by approximately the number of
